Communists Infiltrate Police Force

“Law enforcement has long been a tar- 
get of communist attack .. . Lenin taught 
that it was essential for every ‘real people’s 
revolution’ to destroy the ‘ready-made state 
machinery.” Wherever communists have 
been able to exercise any measure of con- 
trol, their first step has been to hamstring 
and incapacitate law enforcement . cee 
J. Edgar Hoover. 


In November, 1922, the Fourth Congress 
of the Communist International ordered the 
creation of an internationa] organization 
(International Red Aid) to assist the Com- 
munist Parties in their efforts to destroy 
law enforcement throughout the free world. 
Adjunct to this international communést 
organization was the International Labor 
Defense, organized in the U.S.A. by the 
Communist Party. 


Communists, as revealed in testimony 
before the U. S. Senate Internal Security 
Committee, were instructed to make inves- 


-tigations and reports on the activities of 


the police in security service; investigate 
and repress those security organizations 
which support the government and find 
ways to infiltrate the police insecurity or- 
ganizations to steal documents, particular- 
ly those recording their knowledge of com- 
munism and to destroy everything of value. 

Louis Budenz, former editor of the 
Worker (Communist organ) and official of 
the Communist Party, disclosed that early 
in World War II the Communist Party had, 
through Bernard Chester, better known as 
comrade Chester, communists placed in the 


New York Police Department. One of 
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cording to Budenz, was Lieutenant _ Ane eet “. 
el among the polce deca nok head a commtice Kilpatrick should 


into the highly secret Bureau of Special 
Services and Investigations.” It was fur- 
ther revealed that four of those allegedly 
penetrating the Communist Party were 
actually Communists penetrating the police 
department’s Secret Service, 

Chief of Police C. H. Anderson of the 
Beverly Hills Police Department on July 
31, 1950 addressed a typewritten letter to 
the Hon. Sam L. Collins, speaker of the 
Assembly of the State of California. 

In his letter the Chief of Police stated, 
“«, .. The Chairman of the important As- 
sembly Interim Committee on Crime and 
Correction, Vernon Kilpatrick, is a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party and is follow- 
ing the Communist Party line of conducting 
intensified and crafty campaign to disrupt 
law and order as a part of the Communist 
revolutionary planning...” 

Assemblyman Kilpatrick, according to 
Chief Anderson, had taken the statements 
of convicted felons, ex-convicts and other 
police characters to smear and embarrass 
law enforcement officers throughout the 
state. And that Kilpatrick had at the 
California Taxpayers’ expense, traveled 
throughout the United States and visited 
numerous federal and state penal institu- 
tions and as a loyal Communist Party mem- 
ber criticized the operations of the penal 
institutions of other states. 

Upon investigation of the charges and 
evidence submitted by Chief Anderson, the 
California Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities revealed that Kilpatrick’s associa- 


tions with Communist enterprises and Com-— 


munist front organizations had been going 
on for a period of 16 years, and pointed out 
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“We shall smash them 
| With our clenched se 
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who have been murdered in the last four 
years. And during the period of acts of 
Civil disobedience, the number of police- 
men murdered annually in the line of duty 
has doubled. 


F.B.I. figures show that 18,000 or 1 out 
of 10 policemen in this country were as- 
Saulted in 1964, and 7,738 policemen were 
injured in assaults in 1964. Other figures 
show that in 1964, in New York City seven 
police officers were killed, and 1,602 were 
injured in the line of duty. Policemen 
assaulted by civilians in the line of-duty 
numbered 2,493 and 478 of these were put 
out of action for a time. 

On August 19, 1964 the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch stated ‘Near home, in Washing- 
ton, D. C., brutality is frequently alleged. 
But police there have been attacked so 
regularly by mobs that they hesitate to 
carry out their duties. Take the riot in 
Washington on the night of August 5. A 
mob of rock-throwing Negro  hoodlums 
broke up a carnival, injuring nearly 100 
people, including 9

We got there we realized it would be im- 
Possible t0 make even one arrest without 
feouching off a full-scale riot’... ” 

And while policemen are attacked, 
Miauled and murdered the attackers scream 
“police brutality.” 

By far, however, one of the most vicious 
attacks on a policeman was the attack on 
patrolman Al Gilman of San Diego. Officer 
Gilman had stopped a car on U.S. 101 for 
speeding and had made a routine radio 
call for a registration check on the car 
wher another call. was received that he 
was being attacked! Officer Gilman. was 
severely slashed with a meat cleaver and 
Rad twe fingers severed. According to the 
AP report, the attackers told arresting offi- 
cera that they were Black Muslims. 

On September 2, 1965 UPI reported that 
the leader of the Black Muslims had invit- 
ed all Negroes to enter into a mutual de- 
fense pact against the nation’s police. Ac- 
cordiug to the report, Elijah Muhammed 
said: “... We are inviting you (Negroes) 
to join in with us, and let us take a stand 
for eurselves. 

‘There is no justice for us; there is no 
heip for us in this nation. We must remem- 
Ber that we must try now to defend our- 
selves against a free, loose army (of police), 
roaming the highways and streets...” 

Senator Strom Thurmond recently stated 
“The term ‘police brutality’ has become an 
overworked slogan which has given the 
green light in this country to insurrection, 
Fiobvs, increased criminal activities, and the 
breakdown in law and order which we find 
today disrupting our country.” 

The September 6, 1965 issue of U. S. 
News and Worid Report in an article enti- 
tled “Police Brutality — Fact or Fiction?”’ 
stated: “As Negroes, students and others 
riot in the streets of America, being raised 
agaist police, instead of the rioters, is a 
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cry of ‘brutality.’ It’s described as part of 
a technique to diseredit law and order 
across the Nation. 

“Police brutality is the cry going up 
from one end of the country to the other 
as Negro Feaders seek to explaim and jus- 
tify riots. The same cry of police brutality 
is being sounded by demonstrators for all 
sorts of causes — civil rights, withdrawal 
from Vietmam, and free speech on college 
campuses... 

“Diligent mquiry on the part of staff 
members of U. S. News and World Report 
has failed te tura up any evidence of any 
wave of brutality on the part of police 
toward citizers in the cities of the United 
States. 

‘“‘What research does reveal is ‘that civil- 
ian brutality against the police is bemg 
practiced rather widely ... : 

«_.. Springfield, Mass., at the same time 
caught up im racial disturbances. These 
stemmed from a vice raid in whieh 17 
Negroes and 1 white woman fought police 
attemptimg to arrest them. Again, police 
‘brutality’ became the battle cry. 

“In Washington, D. C., a few days ear- 
lier, 260 demonstrators against the Viet- 
nam war were arrested for refusing to dis- 
perse from Capitol Grounds. There was 
resistance to arrest and one youth leaned 
out of a police van and struck a peliceman. 
Demonstrators nonetheless complained of 
‘sough and insensitive’ treatment by the 
police...” 

The article further pointed out that 
instances are being reported where the use 
of brutality propaganda against the police 
appears to have been planned. 

According to the report, Police in Berk- 
eley, Calif., were on the firing line last year 
when student demonstrators at the Univer- 
sity of California staged disorders in defi- 
ance of university police. Moreover, the 
students had formed a “Police Brutality 
Committee” which was grinding out propa- 
ganda even before the first arrests were 
made,

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‘An official of the International’ Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police; Charlies B, Moore, 
told the Senate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee that the demonstrations at Berkeley 
were a classie example of techniques used 
by Communists te “destroy, the public cen- 
fidence in the police —- when you destroy 
the symbol of authority and of the laws 
you bring about anarchy.” (For a complete 
and revealing account of the student ricis 
at the University of California in Berkeley, 
write Senator Hugh Burns of the California 
Committee on Un-American Activities for 
its 1965 Report.) 

U. S. News and World Report further 
points out that police are becoming reluc- 
tant to crack down on criminals in minority 
areas of big cities. Mr. Quinn Tamm, exec- 
utive director of the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Poliee, recently stated: 
“Many police have complained that the 
law is being applied unequally, with pref- 
erential treatment being given to minority 
groups. They feel pressure groups have 
succeeded in preventing police from fully 
enforcing the law where minority individ- 
uals are concerned.” 

It was further pointed out, that now, 
Negroes and some other groups are press- 
ing for establishment. of civilian boards, 
outside the police departments, to pass 
judgment on complaints, 

The Fire and Police Research Associa- 
tion of Los Angeles revealed that the South- . 
ern California Branch of the Communist 
Party and the California Democratic Coun- 
cil are supporting a plan of the American 
Civil Liberties Union to establish Police 
Practice Review Boards. Mr. Norman H. 
Moore of the Association stated: “Herbert 
Romerstein, a former member of the Com- 
munist Party, has this to say ‘In California, 
the ACLU and the NAACP have joined 
with the National Lawyers Guild, a fre- 
quently cited subversive organization, ‘to 
push through Pelice Review Boards.’ This 
would be of great help to the Communists 
as the police would be constantly tied up 
at hearings before the Board, policemen 
would be afraid to make arrests, and the 
Board could be used as a weapon to smear 
the police force...” 

On September 18, 1964 the F.B.I. issued 
a report concerning the riots in 9 cities 
during 1964, and had this to say about 
police review boards: ‘The investigations 
also revealed that where there is an outside 
civilian review board the restraint of police 
was so great that effective action against 
the rioters appeared to. be impossible. This 
restraint was well known in the community 
and the rioters were thereby emboldened 
to resist and completely defy the efforts of 
the police to restore order. In short the 
police were so careful to avoid accusations 
of improper conduct that they were virtu- 
ally paralyzed. 

“In one city with such an outside review. 
board, police action was so ineffective that 
the police were finally ordered te withdraw 
from the riot area completely, and limit 
themselves to attempting to prevent the 
riot from spreading to other sections of the 
city. In another such city the police frank- 
ly admitted that the making of arrests for 
violent conduct and looting was ‘unfeasi- 
ble’ and mob action continued at length 
without effective deterrence. a, 

“Interviews with individual policemen 
from patrolmen to high ranking officers 
revealed a general feeling that if they take 
action deemed to be necessary in such sit- 
uations they will be pilloried by civilians 
unfamiliar with the necessities of mob con- 
trol or even ordinary police action and may — 
lose their posts and their pensions...” 

The courts, instead of taking a firn F 
tude toward criminals see : 
Opposite, ‘ete ey 
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inals were given favorable decisions against 
overwhelming evidenee that should esteB- 
lish their guilt. 

In California, Assemblyman Don Mul- 
ford stated that “Throughout the state a 
major complaint is directed at those judges 
- in California who are giving soft sentences 
to repeat eriminals . . . ib may be that the 
time has. come for the people of California 
to take a good look at the records. of cer- 
tain judges to determine if the people are 
being protected ... or are not being pro- 
' tected because a judge places the rights 
_ of the criminal above the rights of the 
public...”

“NO WIN” POLICY 

Could you work with one hand tied 
behind your back? The present day police- 
man’s lot is worse. The limitations and 
restrictions placed upon a policeman in the 
ordinary performance of his duty defy de- 
scription, caught as he is in a maze of red 
tape, criminal coddling, and regulations 
deliberately twisted in favor of the crim- 
inal.
